▼elled before its citizens and all the world its ahase as a giant \dth feet of ele 
Those f orcea in our land which pursued their prey with tigerish ferocity oast at 
that nonent have expressed their relief with the words ’'Consummatus est," 

The heroic, silent dignity with |^ieh Ethel and Julius Bosenberg net their fate su 
gests that their most fluting epitaph be "Ein feste Burg ist unser Oeiat,” Tor th 
imagination of the least sensitive oust recoil before the poignancy of their last 
day, \hlch concentrated in a few brief hours a bitter distillation and elinax of e 
two yeara* agony. 

It wae in those houre that their spiritual fortress proved its impregnability agai 
that last and moat cruel assault •• the ultinatum • "LIE OB DIE"'. As we boif our he 
in awed tribute to an elnoet superhunan fortitude, the words of St. Paul come to 
mind: "Ch death, \iiere is thy eting7 Oh grave, >jheie ie thy victory. For death 
swallowed up in victory." 

But we, friends of Ethel end Julius Boaenberg, numbered in the millions, must ans\: 
"ConsummatuB est" with a thunderous "FOB consummatus est!" It is NOT finished. I 
has Just begun. In the quality of their lives and the manner of their going, they 
have left us the legacy of a eolemn, inescapable obligation to tl^t for their vir 
dication. Their Michael end Bobbie, the eons vho sprang from their loins, have nc 
become "all our eons" — forever the brethren of ua all. 

For the vindication of Ethel end Julius Bosehberg we must enlist the support and i 
pel to action those thousande of our fellow-^citizene whose inaction - tdxether fTor 
fear, apathy or lack of underetandlng - suffered this thing to happen.
